, :Mock Parliament, to take place at 8.15 in the Ballroom of 
the Union tonight, advance reports indicate that tiie session will 
be anything but a peaceful one. The Right Honourable Henry, 
Schafhausen, . Prime Minister, 
will introduce the debate: "Re- 
solved That pacifism is an im- 
possible creed for Canadians." 
His Majeisty's "Most 'iîpyal ''bpposltlon 
will be led by the Right Honourable 
Alfred^Plck. 

In^oi^der' to afford as many students 
ias iWBSlble^^anj ^^ to express 
their opijiiras^iTfthe . subject ho of- 
ficial cabinet has been chosen. The 
Debating Union. Is especially anklous

The address will be 
given by! Dr. .H. Watson, assistant 
Professor of Physics, who will speak 
on ."New Views of .iUeqtrlcity." • 

For the .pastSffW.Vye'ars Dr. Watson 
has been interested 'in modifying the 
classical theories of ;;uelectrlclty so as 
to take account of ^stlie.f experimental' 
fact that electric Charges' are made up 
of . atoms; of "electricity, which cannot 
be,^d{yldëâ.' . Thiese atoms are ..the^poei- 
'tivcTànd.ïiegàtlve electiro^ 
Ing point of his work is to regard the 
theory of electricity less as the theory 
of the properties of, the' substance than 
as à method for dealing with the mo- 
tion/ of ;bodlçs. 

, Dr.; Watson will also deal with Bom's 
now theory .of the electron , and of 
electromagnetic fields.

There are however many individuals 
Is^hp really do deserve the title of "econo- 
imist," and who are earnestly endeavouring 
|ibt find a solution for our economic ills. 
J^But here too when we analyze contempor- 
||ary writings on these matters, we run up 
Él^igainst a great number of different and 
ïi^even contradictory :8olutions, with the re-

The many solutions offered for our

mental interference in business, and who 
feel that a return to Adam Smith economics

0;The , second giwuii^and perhaps the 
Sost ijMgJ^nt one today, comprise those 
lolutionsfwhich consist in an attempt to 
;eyamp the capitalistic system by the in- 
iWtUation of a "planned economy" — an 
^^œonomy in which production shall be har- 
itforiized withrfidem and. This is to be 
^^If Achieved by#[control of investment, qf the 
rice level, of tariffs, etc., in such a way as 
j/bring about the desired result. In this 
■roup we find men like Sir Arthuiv Salter, 
lir Norman Angell, H. V.- Hodson, and a 
)ost :Of others, who are trying to find the 
'""èo"t a ;^Èdnstructed capitalism. ' 
-The ■ thirdfgrp'û'if? may be specifically 
^designated «s the "monetary" group. The 
éolutions here are too numerous , to -out

line, but they range all the way from "in- 
flation", to "social credit." Here we find 
such monetarj' heretics" as. Major Doug- 
las, Professor Soddy, Sylvio Gesell and 
others. 

The last group comprises the solutions 
'which aim at the complete overthrow of 
the capitalistic system, and favour the 
installation of a socialistic or communistic 
'society, in which the means of production 
will be under common ownership. 

Where then must one turn for, our 
economic salvation? ' Which theory must 
we accept? That is the crux of the prob- 
lem. How sound are these theories? .I^ow 
do we know they will woi*k out? All we 
can do is to let our governments follow 
the traditional remedy for the economic 
depression — let things "muddle" their 
way out. In the "long run" everything 
will turn out all right; we are told. Our 
"harmonious" economic order will' see in 
that. But unfortunately in the "long run" 
we may have a complete collapse of society^ 
and the "automatic" adjustment will only 
come about after there has been count- 
less misery and starvation.
